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INTRODUCTION 


The genus Cryptorhopalum comprises 149 species. Most of them are distributed 
in the Neotropical and Nearctic ecozones (Mroczkowsk! 1968), BEAL 1985, HÁvA 
2003). In this paper the authors present new faunistic records of 15 species belong- 
ing to the genus Cryptorhopalum GuERIN-MENEVILLE, 1838. The article follows eight 
precedent faunistic articles (HAVA, HERMANN & Kanes 2013).

REMARKS 

The species C. nevermanni looks very similar to C. equisoleae Suanp, 1902, but 
differs in the following characters characteristics: 

C. nevermanni: smaller and more tapered to the rear; head, pronotum and elytra 
finely punctate; antennal club black; pronotal apex near scutellum flat. 
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C. equisoleae: more robust and oval; head, pronotum and elytra coarsely punctate; 
antennal club dark brown; at pronotal apex near scutellum the sides are slightly raised 
so in dorsal view it seems to form a small bar.
